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That Embattled Embankment Again

“Slope holding good - job progress good” stated officials from 
the State Water Resources Administration on July 6 after inspect¬ 
ing the first stages of corrective work completed on the eroded em¬ 
bankment adjacent to Klein’s at the Beltway Plaza. But, as was 


apparent at Monday’s city council 
developer and city have arisen. 

Sparks began to fly on June 28 
when the city revoked a permit 
which allowed heavy trucks to 
cross over the curb from the em¬ 
bankment onto Breezewood Drive. 
City officials said that the damage 
caused to the pavement by the 
trucks exceeded the $100 bond pos¬ 
ted by developer Sidney Brown and 
Beltway Regional Center, Inc. In 
addition, the city claimed that in¬ 
adequate measures had been taken 
to prevent the littering of city 
streets with dirt and clay. 

Brown and Steve Zieba, Jr., pro¬ 
ject manager for Savoy Construc¬ 
tion Co., contractors performing the 
slope improvements, protested the 
city action. Zieba felt the city err¬ 
ed in not setting a higher bond in¬ 
itially and that, in revoking the 
permit within 24 hours after it was 
issued, they were not given reas¬ 
onable time to perform and ne¬ 
gotiate. 

Bond Raised 

Last week the city set the bond 
at $500 and required the construc¬ 
tion of a temporary or permanent 
entranceway off Breezewood so that 
trucks would not have to drop off 
the curb. When contacted this 
week, Brown said he was forced 
to comply with the bond — “They 
still insist on their pound of flesh V f 
he said. Brown noted that he was 
not legally required to correct the 
embankment since he no longer 
owns the property, but “he is pay¬ 
ing the price to stay alive.” 

Last Monday’s meeting saw r fuel 
added to the fire as ordinances 
were proposed that would establish^ 
a 15 mile per hour speed limit for 
trucks on Cherrywood Lane and 
Breezewood Drive and place a tem¬ 
porary restriction on truck speed 
and weight on these roads. The or¬ 
dinances were drawn up on the rec¬ 
ommendation of the city’s consult¬ 
ing engineering firm, Greenhorne 
and O’Mara, after an engineering 
inspection revealed that “recent 
weather conditions have rendered 
soil conditions unstable.” 

The city has also been concern¬ 
ed that Cherrywood Lane was be¬ 
ing heavily used by contractors 
doing excavating work for the Met¬ 
ro Transit System and dumping 
earth fill on the Springhill Lake in¬ 
dustrial tract. This fill work will 
be undertaken on an intermittent 
basis over a 5-year period of time. 

Brown Objects 

Taking exception to these ordin¬ 
ances, Brown, in a letter to the city, 
questioned why, after all the “tre¬ 
mendous benefits” he has conferred 
on the city (increased tax base, en¬ 
closed mall, donation of land to 
provide another access for Spring 
hill Lake residents, etc.) "is the 
city intent on creating all kinds 
of obstacles and interfering with 
the proper operation of my Shop¬ 
ping Center?” He asked the city 
“to help me rather than to hinder 
me so that I can devote my time 
to providing more and more of the 
best things in life for you instead 
of occupying myself with constant 
bickering and recrimination.” 

Zieba said the 15 mile an hour 
limitation on trucks would make 
the hauling operation very costly. 
Henry Eifert of Marvaco Inc., the 
excavation and grading contractor 
in charge of the operation for Met¬ 
ro, also noted that hauling time is 
increased 40 % by lowering the 
speed limit to 15 m.p.h. He 
also explained that the 15 mile 
speed limit would cause more dam¬ 
age to the roads. Greenhorne and 
O’Mara engineer C, J. Thye, Jr. felt, 
however, that safety was the main 
factor for lowering the speed limit.

Council Action 

The council voted unanimously 
to go with the 15-mile speed limit 
and also approved another meas¬ 
ure which would channel all truck 
traffic on one road by prohibiting 
such traffic on Edmonston Road. 

But after hearing Roger Kanerva 
of Water Resources Administration, 
the agency supervising the correc¬ 
tion work at the embankment, the 
council turned down the proposal 
for placing temporary restrictions 
on truck use of Breezewood Drive 
and Cherrywood Lane. These re¬ 
strictions would have made it pos¬ 
sible for the city to prohibit for 60 
to 90 days trucks in excess of spec¬ 
ified weights. 

Kanerva objected to this measure 
because it would in all practicality 
halt the regrading and improve¬ 
ment of the Klein embankment — 
which took the state some two 
years to achieve. He felt that there 
was a reasonable need for trucks 
loaded with top soil to come in 
from the top of Breezewood. “We 
are trying to get this job pushed 
through by the middle of Septem¬ 
ber to satisfy the Board of Educa¬ 
tion needs for the bus lot when 
school begins.” 

While recognizing that the city 
will have to bear the costs of dam¬ 
age to city streets (no bonds can 
be issued on such streets), Mayor 
Richard Pilski joined by council 
felt that correcting the eroding em¬ 
bankment was the top priority 
the city having fought long and 
hard for such action during the 
past eight years. 

Slope Work 

The regrading of the slope start¬ 
ed at the north end of the site 
where the problems were consider¬ 
ed to be the least serious. As the 
work proceeds toward the bus lot 
maintenance building atop the em¬ 
bankment, it is expected that the 
area will require stabilization by 
removing the clay and replacing it 
with a granular-type substance 
with good holding and absorbing 
qualities. 

Kanerva told council that the em¬ 
bankment is being stabilized in in¬ 
crements; each section will have 
vegetation protection before going 
on to the next area. A bench or 
terrace will be located about a third 
of the way up the slope with a 
proper swale, and there will be an 
interior drainage system. Tempor 
ary drains and berms have been in¬ 
stalled along the top and down the 
slope. Water resources officials in¬ 
spect the site weekly. 

Bingo, Raffle Measures 

County Executive William W. 
Gullett has signed emergency leg¬ 
islation allowing charitable organi¬ 
zations to raise their bingo jack¬ 
pots and legalizing charity raffles, 
leaving only dice as “untouchable” 
in Prince Georges. 

The county council passed the bill 
at their June 20 session. Original 
sponsor councilman John J. Gar- 
rity, later was joined by council- 
woman Gladys Noon Spellman, and 
chairman Winfield M. Kelly, Jr. 
a & sponsors. 

The measure, which legalizes 
fund-raising activities already prac¬ 
ticed widely by many church and 
service groups, will take effect im¬ 
mediately. 

The new law raises the bingo 
prize limit from $20 cash to $50 
cash with one $500 jackpot per 
night legal. Raffles, making their 
first legal appearance in Prince 
Georges, may award prizes as high 
as $5,000 in merchandise or servic¬ 
es. 


Temporary Postponement 
Of Paper Pickups 

The city’s regular Friday pa¬ 
per pickups will be curtailed be¬ 
ginning this week as another af¬ 
termath of the flooding from 
tropical storm Agnes, Because 
processing plants which normal¬ 
ly take the paper were flooded 
out and are not yet back in op¬ 
eration and because the salvage 
company to which the city sells 
the paper no longer has storage 
space available, residents wish¬ 
ing to continue with the pro¬ 
gram must store their own ac¬ 
cumulated paper until further 
notice. The city hopes to restore 
pickups in a few weeks. 

City Council Moves Toward 
Expanding Advisory Bds. 

A series of suggestions by coun¬ 
cilman Charles F. Schwan to mod¬ 
ify the administrative machinery 
for handling environmental, health, 
welfare, zoning, and capital im¬ 
provement items received favor¬ 
able reaction from city council at 
its regular Monday, July 10 meet¬ 
ing. 

Tentative decisions were made to 
create an Environmental Advisory 
Board and to expand the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Community Relations 
Advisory Board (CRAB) to em¬ 
brace health and welfare matters. 
These decisions would be subject 
to discussion by the existing ad¬ 
visory boards (Advisory Planning 
Board, Parks and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board, and CRAB) who 
would be asked to review their cur¬ 
rent responsibilities and duties in 
light of the proposed changes. 
Council proposed that at some later 
date it would get together with the 
several boards to work out a solu¬ 
tion. 

Schwan explained that he thought 
an Environmental Advisory Board 
is needed to provide expertise on 
such matters as the scope of the re¬ 
cycling program. He also felt a 
need for expanding the juridiction 
of CRAB because there is no offic¬ 
ial body to which council can refer 
health and welfare matters. 

Council also approved a sugges¬ 
tion of Schwan’s that the manager 
prepare a paper on how the coun¬ 
cil can increase its influence on 
zoning and development matters af¬ 
fecting Greenbelt. It was suggested 
that annexation as a technique for 
controlling development should be 
investigated. 

Council also agreed that the city 
manager, in cooperation with the 
various advisory bodies, should turn 
its attention to development of a 
long-range capital program. Schwan 
saw a need for the annual prepar¬ 
ation of a long-range capital bud¬ 
get to cover more than one fiscal 
year. He mentioned the various 
areas of the city that are expected 
to be developed and will need facil¬ 
ities and services. He said “we 
must try to anticipate when bond 
issues will be needed to build new 
facilities, what properties we shall 
have to acquire, what amounts 
should set aside from taxes in 
a capital improvement fund, etc/’

COUNCIL CONSIDERS STOP SIGNS 
TO SLOW TRAFFIC ON CRESCENT

As usually happens in the warm-weather months, traffic prob¬ 
lems and hazards promise to keep the council pot boiling for 
a few months. A divided city council at its July 10 meeting 
directed the city manager to prepare an ordinance authorizing the 
erection of two stop signs along Crescent Road between Parkway 


and Kenilworth Ave. 

Sponsors of the measure, council 
women Elizabeth Maffay and Rhea 
Cohen, felt that such stop signs 
are needed to slow down speeding 
traffic and to minimize the hazard 
to child pedestrians in the area. 
Mayor Dick Pilski and councilman 
Gil Weidenfeld voted against the 
measure because in their judgment 
Crescent Road was intended to be a 
through artery and stop signs in 
many situations actually lead to 
an increase in accidents between 
cars. 

Councilman Charles Schwan, in 
voting for the directive, said that he 
was keeping an open mind on how 
he would vote when the officially- 
drafted ordinance comes before the 
council at its next regular meeting 
on Monday, August 14. He said he 
wanted to get public reaction. 

The stop signs would be erected 
where Crescent intersects Northway 
and Lastner Lane. 

Mrs. Maffay said that she inten¬ 
ded her measure to be on a trial 
basis, so that council could later 
reassess the situation in light of 
experience. Weidenfeld said that 
he couldn’t favor the measure be¬ 
cause he didn’t know what criteria 
would be used to evaluate the worth 
of the proposal.

City Council Endorses 
Tax Differential Bill 

City Council unanimously ex¬ 
pressed its strong endorsement of 
a proposed bill to establish a tax 
differential for residents of cities 
and towns. Council’s endorsement 
came at Monday night’s meeting 
following a letter received from 
former mayor, now Prince Georges 
County councilman, Francis W. 
White, author of the bill. 

Council urged citizens of Green¬ 
belt to attend a public hearing on 
the bill set for Wednesday, July 19, 
7:30 p.m., in the County Service 
Bldg., Hyattsville. 

First presented by White to the 
County Council last March, the bill 
would reduce the county property 
tax for citizens living in the mu¬ 
nicipalities via the creation of spe¬ 
cial taxing districts. The measure 
is aimed at relieving the dual tax 
burden often carried by the muni¬ 
cipal residents who pay for services 
such as police and sanitation that 
are provided by both the county 
and town governments, 

A Council review of the county- 
municipal tax structure indicates 
that in most cases monies spent 
for common services in the cities 
and towns are greater than the 
revenues shared by the county and 
state governments from some local 
taxes. The White bill also sets up 
a specific tax credit process based 
on the amount each municipality 
spends for the overlapping service. 

In urging the mayors, city coun- 
cilmen and municipal residents to 
testify on his bill, White said that 
only “such a show of unity would 
make the concept of county-mu¬ 
nicipal tax differentials a reality.” 


erect a series of signs along Lake¬ 
side Drive, Northway, and Crescent 
Road warning motorists “to look 
out for children at play.” City 
manager Giese and Pilski opposed 
the measure as being nonproduc¬ 
tive in that motorists soon get 
used to the signs and no longer 
take cognizance of them. 

The “safety” forces also sought a 
reduction in speed limits but here 
they were rebuffed by a new State 
law which requires that a traffic 
and engineering survey be under¬ 
taken before any municipal speed 
limit is reduced below 30 miles per 
hour (except where a lower speed 
rate existed before enactment. 

The council, however, did direct 
the city manager to determine what 
the cost of such a survey would be 
for the three roads they were most 
concerned about — Crescent, North - 
way, and Lakeside Drive. 

Land Acquisitions 

Council passed a resolution au¬ 
thorizing execution of a contract 
for a Federal open space grant to 
assist in the purchase of the 
Lutheran Church property, the Fur- 
ey tract, and the Springhill Lake 
golf course. A maximum of $213,660 
is set as the amount of Federal 
assistance for all three properties. 

In another land acquisition mat¬ 
ter, the council approved acceptance 
of a quit claim deed for 13.9044 acres 
of surplus Federal land donated to 
the city by the Department of the 
Interior. The wedge-like land is 
located in the northeast part of 
town between parcel 1 and the Bal- 
timore-Washington Parkway. 

Conditions attached to the deed 
for the city to fulfill are (1) pur¬ 
chase of at least 15 acres adjacent 
to the land within the next 5 
years; (2) provision for public ac¬ 
cess to the land within the next 
five years; and (3) submission of 
detailed development plans within 
two years. 

Peddler Ordinance 

Council passed an ordinance re¬ 
vising the regulations for peddlers 
and hawkers. The registration fee 
for a permit was increased to $10 
per business organization for a six 
months permit, and $20 per organi¬ 
zation for a one year permit, plus a 
$2 charge for the registration of 
each sales person. 

The ordinance limits the hours of 
operation for door-to-door soliciting 
and for the use of noise- making 
devices between 9 am, to 8:30 pjn. 
Mondays through Saturdays and 1 
p.m. to 8:30 p.m. on Sundays. 

The ordinance also requires ven¬ 
dor trucks to have adequate lights 
if operated after dark and that 
trucks can only be stopped in areas 
where such stopping will not cause 
danger to vehicles using the road¬ 
way. 

The ordinance permits roadside 
stands, provided the site selected 
meets a number of criteria to assure 
that such sales shall not interfere 
with traffic safety or be detrimental 
to residential neighborhoods. 

Indoor Swim Pool 

Introduced for first reading were 
two ordinances which would set up 
the machinery for holding a special 
referendum on Tuesday, October 3, 
to consider the sale of bonds in the 
amount of $650,000 for the construc¬ 
tion of an indoor swimming pool, 
together with health and exercise 
facilities and new bath house. 
PRAB issued a report which en¬ 
dorsed the concept of an indoor 
swimming pool, but urged an even- 
handed presentation of the issues to 
the voters. 

Appointments 

It was also appointment night at 
council, Paul Galliker, 9106 Ed¬ 
monston Road, was named to the 
Advisory Planning Board to replace 
departing member Richard Alper 
whose term expires October 1972. 

The terms of the renamed Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
members were staggered according 
to a new ordinance. The four mem-

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A Museum for Greenbelt? 

To the Editor: 

Greenbelt was built during the 
Great Deprersion as an expression 
of the philosophy of the New Deal. 
What better place could be found 
in which to create a museum de¬ 
voted to that significant period in 
our nation’s history? I have in 
mind a small, specialized museum 
such as one often finds in Euro¬ 
pean towns, devoted to a local ar 
tist, an aspect of regional history 
or industry, or a specialized sub 
ject, such as ceramics or costume. 
Tourists visit them, just as tour 
ists to Washington, and campers 
in Greenbelt National Park might 
visit a New Deal museum in Green¬ 
belt. 

I remember with pleasure, for 
example, a small museum in ‘Bur¬ 
gundy where several rooms are 
filled with traditional peasant fur 
niture arranged in the manner of 
the period, with lifelike wax figures 
in peasant dress engaged in every¬ 
day tasks. 

Another, in a medieval house 
with a turret reached by a spiral 
staircase, displays local archeolog ¬ 
ical finds, including several really 
first rate pieces, in a quiet setting 
conducive to meditation. 

A costume museum in England 
comes to mind, especially the col¬ 
lection of underwear through the 
ages — an astonishing testimony 
to the number of ways the female 
shape has been deformed in the 
name of fashion. 

Naturally, these museums are 
not in the same league as the 
Louvre or the Metropolitan that 
is not their purpose, and nobody 
expects them to be. Yet they are of 
interest to the inquiring mind; they 
enliven one’s travels; each has its 
special character. 

To return to Greenbelt. What 
could a museum here contain? Not 
specifically Greenbelt Items, I think. 
Greenbelt just doesn’t have enough 
history yet; and the Tugwell Col¬ 
lection in the Greenbelt Library 
is already devoted to that subject: 
Here are a few suggestions: 

Art: During the New Deal, the 
federal government subsidized and 
employed painters and sculptors on 
a scale never equalled before or 
after in our nation’s history. Some 
of this art has enduring value, and 
I believe that, if gathered together, 
it would make a stimulating col¬ 
lection that would grow in inter¬ 
est as the years pass. 

Furniture: The decorative arts of 
the Depression-New Deal period 
are still in that special limbo re¬ 
served for objects old enough to 
be old-fashioned but too new to be 
antiques. Yet, in a few more dec¬ 
ades, they will be antiques, and 
the prices will rise accordingly. 
Much interesting furniture was 
produced. I wonder how many rea¬ 
ders know that there was even 
some special furniture designed and 
built for Greenbelt, itself. I’ve nev¬ 
er seen any, but I’ve seen photos. 
Are there perhaps a few pieces still 
in use somewhere in town? 

Music: A rich body of folk music 
— labor and dustbowl songs, for 
example — was created during this 
period. It influenced much of to¬ 
day’s popular music. Couldn’t a 
permanent collection be made of 
sheet music and records, with ear¬ 
phones for visitors? Occasional con¬ 
certs might also be offered. And 
what about musical comedy — both 
the Broadway and Hollywood var¬ 
ieties ? 

Radio: How would you like to 
hear again an episode from <; The 
Romance of Helen Trent” ... or 
"'Jack Armstrong, the All-Ameri¬ 
can Boy” ... or the terrifyingly 
creaky door that led to the “In¬ 
ner Sanctum.” I think it would 
be fun to share some of these di¬ 
versions of my own childhood with 
my children — or grandchildren — 
some day. And I would love to hear 
Orson, Welles’ famous "Invasion 


from Mars” radio hoax, which I 
missed. 

Politics: exhibits dealing with 
New Deal programs; portraits and 
mementos of political figures; The 
Spanish Civil War, that most gal¬ 
lant of lost causes. 

Cinema: a library with films of 
the period and a small auditorium 
in which to show them might be 
very popular. 

Immigrant Groups: exhibits 

showing the traditions, customs, 
dress, food, music, etc. of some of 
the ingredients that went into the 
Melting Pot in the Thirties. 

I hope other ideas will occur to 
readers of the News Review, and 
that some of you may find this 
suggestion intriguing. 

How one goes about creating a 
museum, I have no idea. But per¬ 
haps there are Greenbelters with 
experience in this field who would 
have suggestions. It seems like a 
tall order and yet every museum 
that exists was started by some¬ 
body, sometime. Anybody inter¬ 
ested ?

Court Reverses Decision
